The following is in response to the amendment filed on July 7, 2008. 

Specification 

The amendment to the specification is acknowledged. No new matter has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1 and 3-1 1 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
In a refining chamber for glass production made essentially of platinum group metal 
material and in the shape of a tube, the prior art does not disclose or suggest a cross section 
shaped in the form of an ellipse or an oval so that in the operating position the length of a 
horizontal line that divides the cross section into lower and upper sections of equal area is greater 
than twice the maximum vertical extent of the lower segment of the surface, wherein the refining 
chamber has a wall thickness of approximately 0.5 mm to 3 mm, and wherein the wall is 
stiffened by shaping measures comprising creases, comers, waves, folds, or combinations 
thereof, at the circumference of the refining chamber.
